WASHINGTON, Aug. 22—The re- 


duction In the strength of the army to 
150,000 enlisted men as a result of the 
demand for economy will result In the 
withdrawal of one regiment of infan- 
try from the Panama Canal Zone, one 
regiment of Infantry and one of cav- 
alry from Hawaii and one Infantry 
regiment from the Philippines. 


This fact Is disclosed In a memoran- 


dum prepared by Representative Kahn 
of California, chairman of the house 
committee on military affairs, outlin- 
ing the economy measures adopted by 
Secretary of War Weeks in his effort 
to avoid the creation of a deficit and 
to return appropriated funds to the 
treasury. 


Army experts generally have been 


opposed to cutting down the military 
forces In Panama. Hawaii and the 
Philippines, but economy and the re- 
ducllon In enlisted personnel from 175,- 
000 to 150,000 has mado this action 
necessary. 


In addition to withdrawing the units 


mentioned, the program calls for a re- 
duction of 10 per cent. In the coast 
artillery strength In all three places. 


To keep within the limit of enlisted 
personnel, 
the 
strength of Infantry 


regiments has been reduced from 1490 
to 1312 and the number of regiments 
from 65 to 45. Cavalry regiments have 
been reduced in strength from S14 to 
641 and in number from 17 to 14. Field 
artillery regiments have not been re- 
duced in strength, but the number of 
these units has been cut from 33 to 16. 
Engineer regiments remain at present 
strength, but the number is red'.iced 
from 33 to seven.

duction In the strength of the army to 
150,000 enlisted men as a result of the 
demand for economy will result in the 
withdrawal o( one regiment of infan-, 
try from the Panama Canal Zone, one 
regiment of Infantry and one of cav- 
alry from 
J la wall nnd one infantry 


regiment from the Philippines. 


This fact la disclosed In a memoran- 


dum prepared by Representative Kalm 
of California, chairman of the house 
committee on military affairs, outlin- 
ing1 the economy measures adopted by 
Secretary of War Weeks In his effort 
to avoid the creation of a deficit and 
to return appropriated funds to the 
treasury. 


Army experts generally have been 


opposed to cutting down the military 
forces in Panama, Hawaii and the 
Philippines, but economy .and the re- 
duction In enlisted personnel from 175,- 
000 to 150,000 has made this action 
necessary. 


In addition to withdrawing the units 


mentioned, the program calls for a re- 
duction of 10 per cent. In the coast 
artillery strength in all throe places. 


•( 
To keep within the limit of enlisted 


;• personnel, 
the 
strength of Infantry 


regiments has heen reduced from H90 
to 1312 and the number of regiments 
from 65 to 45. Cavalry regiments have i 
(been reduced In strength from S14 to 


G41 anri In number from 17 to 14. Field 
artillery regiments have not been re- 
duced In strength, but the number of 
these units has been cut from 33 to 16. 
Engineer regiments remain nt present 
strength, but the number Is reduced 
from 13 to seven.

Canning tomatoes should not be ov- 


er-ripe. Too much emphasis cannot 
be put on this. An over-ripe tomato 
contains an acid that no amount of 
cooking can neutralize and the vege- 
tables will not keen after canning 
Solid fruit should be procured and an; 
undesirable spots carefully cut away. 


Pour sea!dins water over tomatoes 


and the skins will slip off easily. 


Tomatoes may be canned by the cold 


pack method or the open kettle. 
If a 


housekr-eper has her own garden and 
cans only a few jars at a time the open 
kettle method Is preferable, but when 
a bushel of tomatoes are (o be canned 
at one time the cold pack method saves 
time. 


Canned Tomatoes (Cold Pack) 


Wash tomatoes. 
Pour over boiling 
water and let stnnd 1 1-2 minutes or 
until the*skins will slip off easily. Cut 
largo tomatoes in riuarLers and pick 
in:sterilized jars, add 1 tensnoonful of 
salt to each n.uart of tomatoes, adjust 
rubber and half seal top. Put in boll- 
ing water to cover the jars by at least 
two 
inches 
and 
process 
25 min- 


utes. Count the time after boiling be- 
gins. Do not add water to tho toma- 
toes in the cans, for the Juice of the 
tomatoes themselves covers the pieces. 
"Salad1' tomatoes may be canned whole 
and served as salad when opened. Do 
not forget to cold din tbe fruit, before 
slipping off the skins.

That will require the employment of high price experts and will entail 
other expenses, all of which might have been avoided if the company 
had granted a reasonable reduction. 


The point has now been reached not only in Lawrence but in this 


citv, at which the public will not be satisfied with any insigrmficant re- 
ductiou such as 10 or 15 cents, which would scarcely be noliceable in 
the monthly 2as bills. 
The demand for a substantial reduction in the 


price of gas is voiced by the entire people throughout the city; and all 
feel with The Sun that the company has delayed too long in announcing 
its promised reduction. 
To withhold it longer may cause the people to 


adopt a course more radical than would otherwise be thought of as among 
the possibilities. 
\Ve advi=e the gas company to cut the price ol gas 


forthwith and to offer a reduction that will give Lowell as low a rate as 
any city similarly situated with reference io labor, freight rates and all 
other elements entering into the cost of production.
